PLEA TO RE-OPEN 


THE RATE CASE 


Is to Be Made Before Interstate Com- 


merce Commission Nov. 5, Cron 


Request of Railroads. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion has responded to the plea ot East- 
ern railroads for financial relief by 
re-opening the 15 per cent rate ad- 
vance case, so far as these carriers 
are concerned. The first hearing -was 
set for November 5, here. 


In so doing the commission acted 


practically on its own initiative, dis- 
missing as "In. error" a suggestion 
made by the earners at'the confer- 
ence last weefc to the «ffect that the 
16 per cent case be continued "at least
